“Since it Is not to be assumed that 
the English are mounting cannon 011 
their merchantmen in order to shoot 
at seals, these cannon serve to offer 
armed resistance to the German navy 
in searching ship and thereby make 
tlie stipulations of international law 
here concerned inactive.” 


(The London U-boat agreement, 
signed by most world powers, stipu­ 
lates that no submarine shall attack 
a merchant ship without first placing 
the ship's crew, passengers and pa­ 
pers in a safe place.

Dixon Springs, lU., Feb. 17.—Choice 
Hereford calves raised here excelled 
choice Te.Kas Hereford range calves 
In rate and economy of gain and sell­ 
ing prices when fat, in experiments 
conducted in 1939 by the University 
University of Illinois College of Agri­ 
culture. 


“If the western range calve? were 
worth their cost pric» of $9.65 at the 
start, then the native 
calves were 
worth $10.58 a hundred pounds, or $5 
more a calf,” says E. T. RoWolns, live­ 
stock extension specialist of the col­ 
lege. 


“The b ^ calves raised on Illinois 
farms have as good shape and quality 
as the best range calves," he said, 
“and the native calves have the ad­ 
vantage of being fully acclimated and 
accustomed to the farm program of 
feedliig and management. These na­ 
tive calves have no setback at wean­ 
ing time. 


“On the 
other 
hand the range 
calves have a severe sliock when they 
are driven to the shipping point and 
taken right from the cows to be put 
in the cars for the long ride to Illi­ 
nois. 


“A small percentage of Uiese calves 
become sick and die. and that is an 
additional source of loss." 


Robbins suggests that these facts 
offer encouragement to Illinois farm­ 
ers who keep beef cows to produce an 
income from pasture and unsalable 
roughage.
